HIS DAUGHTER’S FEAR. 

At the fatal dinner table Monday night little or 
no anxiety was expressed as to the King’s health. He 
seemed much better than on his first arrival from 
Windsor, and it is said that the only person at the 
banquet who exhibited unmistakable uneasiness was 
the Princess Victoria, who maintained that her dear 
papa looked horribly ill and ought to take much more 
care of himself, but when the company broke up and 
the more favored guests met the King in his library, 
they found little or nothing to justify his daughter’s 
appehension. He was as cordial as ever and was in 
good spirits, and his hearty manner gave little token 
of the disease which, in a few hours, was to necessi- 
tate the operation. 


It was not until the morning that the King’s symp- 
toms compelled a hurried consultation, which ended 
in the decision that, at any rate, without even count- 
ing the cost, the operation must be undertaken imme- 
diately. In justice to the doctors, upon whom very 


that the King is a most unmanageable man, 
and although they knew the state of his 
health necessitated extreme caution, no one was 
really aware that the inflammation of the appendix 
had resulted in the formation of a large internal ab- 
scess. Had they known it the doctors would not have 
advised caution,they would have preemptorily insisted 
on the obedience of their refractory patient.

NO RECKLESS REJOICING. 


LONDON, June 25.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Notwithstanding the fact this 
is the eve of the intended coronation 
day and that London is now evén more 
crowded with people than it was yes- 
terday, the scenes witnessed on the 
streets tonight were in marked and. 
pleasant contrast with those of Tues- 
day afternoon. The reckless rejoicing 
which was then so disgracefully prom. 
inent was quite unheard tonight. 
Traffic pursued its way unimpeded 
and even the most popular thorough-’ 
fares were comparatively deserted. Ne 
illuminations dispelled the natural 
gioom which settled over the metropo- 
lis. The moon failed to penetrate the 
darkness over the city and a cold wind 
was blowing. 

Quiet and depressed, the crowds 
waited outside Buckingham Palace for 
the night's final news of the sovereign. 
For several hours they kept their pa- 
tient vigil, wandering aimlessly, but 
with palpable anxiety, over the open 
space which fronts the royal residence, 
For some reason or another, a feeling 
pervaded the crowds that if the King 
lived until tonight, he would live to be 
crowned.

ASHINGTON, June 25.—[{Exclu- 
W sive Dispatch.] It was settled 
today, beyond all doubt, that the 
 ‘Ysthmian Cana! Bill. will pass Con- 
gress, and that the great work will be 
) commenced as soon as the necessary 
preliminary details can be arranged, in 
accordanee with the bill, by the Pres- 
ident and the State Department. This 
happy and unexpectedly early result 
in the conference committee, 
the House conferees backed down 
from their support of the Nicaragua 
bill and agreed to report to the House 
in favor of the Spooner amendment, 
providing for construction by the Pan- 

ama route, if title can be obtaind. 

It has been arranged. also, that 
the House will accept this report and 
pass the Spooner bill just as it passed 
the Fenate, without amendment and 
with practically no debate, so within 
the next five days this great bill, 
which has been pending tn Congress 
in one form or another for fifty years, 
will be laid before the President for 
his signature. 

FINAL CONFERENCE BRIEF.

WASHINGTON, June 25-—The con- 

, ferees on the Isthmian Canal Bill 
reached a complete , and unanimous 
jagreement at 2:35 o'clock this afternoon 
in favor of accepting the Senate amend- 
ment, which contemplates the building 
of the Panama Canal, if the Presi- 
dent can secure a clear title to that 
route.

NEW ARRANGEMENTS MADE.

With the agreement made, Mr. Quay 
withdrew his motion to discharge the 
Committee on Territories from further 
consideration of the Statehood Bill. 

REPORTS AND BILLS. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

WASHINGTON, June 25.—The con- 
ference report on the Sundry Civil Bill 
was agreed to. The bill will now go to 
the President. 

The bill to prevent the adulteration, 
misbranding and imitation of foods, 
beverages, candies and drugs and con- 
diments in the District of Columbia 
and the Territories and for regulating 
interstate tra@#c th 
fore the Senate, and Mr. McCumber of 
North Dakota &spoke in favor of the 
measure. 

While Mr. McCumber was speaking 
he was interrupted by Mr. Proctor of 
Vermont, who called up a message from 
the House in respect to the Army Ap- 
propriation Bill The report showed 
that the House had receded from its 
announced purpose not to consider the 
Senate amendment increasing the ap- 
propriation for barracks and quarters 
from $3,000, to $4,000,000, and had 
agreed to make the appropriation for 
that purpose $3,350,000. 

“So,” said Mr. Proctor, in answer to 
an inquiry, “the Senate retains its 
honor, so to speak, and its right to 
amend appropriations made by the 

ouse.”’ 

Mr. Proctor’s motion that the Senate 
concur in the action of the House as 
to this amendment and recede from 
the other amendment in controversy, 
was agreed to without further com- 
ment. This action renders the unpleas- 
antness between the Senate and the 
House a closed incident. 

At the conclusion of Mr. McCumber’s 
speech, Mr. Gallinger addressed the 
Senate on his resolution, offered yes- 
terday, deciaring that “the present 
phenomenal prosperity in all lines of 
businss and industry in the United 
States is largely due to the existing 
tariff laws, and the best interests of 
the country demand their continu- 
ance.”

SUNDRY CIVIL BILL.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—The agree- 
ment on the Sundry Civil Appropriation 
Bill, which was concurred In by the 
House today, strikes out $574,350 of the 
Senate amendments which remained in 
dispute after the last conference, and 
which amounted to $1,283,950.

The 
provisions segregating certain appro- 
priations for military posts and allow- 
ing the Secretary of War to accept 
donations of land for the establish- 
ment of military posts and national 
cemeteries were stricken out. 

The items of $100,000 for Mile Rocks, 
Cal., and some lesser light stations 
were retained. 

The bill, as finally agreed to, carries 
$60,125,359.

LONDON, June 25.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.J] Of the scene in the House of 
Commons upon the announcement of 
the iliness of King Edward, T. P.

“The work-a-day world goes on in 
its usual way, whatever tragedy be 
in the air, and this is especially true 
of the House of Commons, which even 
yet is bound down with the iron rules 
that no high destiny or national crisis 
ean unbind. And thus it was today 
when the whole world of London was 


shaken by the announcement of the 
postponement of the coronation, and 
the serious illness of the King, for 


which everybody was waiting, to see 
the ministers enter, and hear some 
news one way or the other, a clerk at 
a table read out the words of a peti- 
tion from a provinc:al town Council in 
reference to’ the pending educational 
bill. The educational bill is impor- 
tant, but to have this petition with its 
dreary tautology read when the fate 
of the monarch was in the balance, 
was one of those grotesque contradic- 
tions which exasperated and finally 
grated on the nerves of the House. 

“But as the clerk read: stolidly in a 
muffled voice, the House began at iast 
to interrupt him with discordant and 
even indecorous cries, and while the 
House was thus descending into undig- 
nified disorder, ministers were 
absent from their ; laces, t>:e‘House 
was still left without news. But in 
spite of all this, and in spite of even 
the discordant shouts, there was that 
about the place which showed that 
something was in the alr which affected 
and frightened men. It is no exagger. 
ation to say that there was a look pe 
far more profound depression about 
the House than even in those awful 
and trying hours for Englishmen when 
the disasters of Colenso and Splonkop 
seemed to make the whole fabric of 
the empire reel. Many of the mem- 
bers looked positively broken-hearted. 
They entered the House as though 
the illness was theirs, and as though 
a blow had fallen upon them. 

“The local petition was at last fin- 
ished, the cries ceased and there fell 
a somber and solemn stillness on the 
House .when Mr. Balfour and the other 
ministers filed in. Spontaneously and 
universally hats were taken off when 
Mr. Balfour rose, and announced that 
he had a message to deliver in refer- 
ence to the King. The House of Com- 
mons looks its best and its most im- 
pressive when it Is thus uncovered. 
It is the custom for hats to be kept 
on, and therefore the mere act of un- 
covering heads gives to the familiar 
place a certain unusuainess of look 
and a certain solemn exaltation, and so 
it was today when Mr. Balfour arose. 

“Mr. Balfour is a man who never 
shows much feeling, and it is said of 
him by some of his mos} severe critics 
that he has much sentiment, but no 
feeling. Today, however, nobody could 
deny that for once Mr. Balfour seemed 
to be moved, and it was with some- 
thing of a break in his voice that he 
announced the seriousness of the King’s 
condition, and the fact that the oper- 
ation had- been already performed. 
There was no display of feeling until 
Mr. Balfour came to the point where 
he foreshadowed the statement that 
the surgeons were hopeful of the result. 
It was an evidence of how keen was

“Mr. Balfour's statement occupied 
but a few moments, and it was followed 
by a few words from Sir Henry 
Campbeli-Pannerman, the leader of the 
opposition, and the whole scene was 
over. It took but a few moments, and 
but for the general air of the House 
to which I have alluded, the scene was 
not impressive. . 

“The House then went on with the 
discussion of the Educational Bill in 
its many details; somberly but reg- 
ularly and prosaically, as if nothing 
had occurred. But there was a cer- 
tain lifelessness in it all which is usual 
when something tragic is in the air. 
The real life of the House was in the 
lobbies, and not on the floor. The 
members gathered in groups, and King 
Edward was the one topic of conver- 
sation. There was nothing but regret 
and sympathy; the tragic elements of 
the case broke down al! barriers, and 
men only thought of the suffering fel- 
low-man struck down at the moment 
when, if ever, thé hand of cruel fate 
ought to have been stayed. 

“The excitement was brought to a 
climax when a report spread like wild 
fire that the King was sinking, and 
this was soon followed by a report that 
His Majesty was actually dead. A 
shiver, as if the Angel of Death, then 
passed over everybody, and the mem- 
bers of the House rushed hither and 
thither, but with that characteristic 
quiet and apparent want of emotion 
which Englishmen so rarely lose. 

“The place to go at the moment for 
the Jatest information was the House 
of Lords. The false report.of Kirg 
Edward's death came at 4:20 o'clock, 
and at 4:30 the House of Lords began 
its sitting. There was an twnusuatly 
full attendance, and so many ladies 
pressed for admittance that they had 
to be remonstrated with by the at- 
tendants, and the poor things were 
rather hustled. The peers had to be- 
gin like the commons, with some com- 
monplace business, the reading in 
dumb show of some documents and 
other trivialities, but this did not last 
long. Lord Spencer is now the leacer 
of the, Liberal party in the House of 
Lords: the Eart of Kimberly Is dead 
and Lord Roseberry has retire‘. 

“Today when Lord Spencer arose he 
was pallid and evidently unnerved. He 
asked the question with just a *%en- 
tence and a half of sympathy, after 
the terse fashion of Englishmen, Lord 
Salisbury was more lengthy. Indeed, 
to tell the truth, he appeared to many 
as if he were clumsily looking around 
for words, and as if his usual felicity 
of langukge had deserted him. 

“It w not a very impressive scene, 
but was thought to be rather more 
striking’ than the scene in the House 
of Commons, and here comes one of 
thé little ironies of life. 

“Tea on the terrace, one of London's 
mest fashionable gatherings, has been 
almost abo'ished this year by the bad 
weather. Today the sun was blazing 
with the result 
out like butterflies after a shower, and 
never was the terrace so thronged, #0 
gay and so tumultuous as on this day 
of fright and gerief. There was some- 
thing mournful as well as striking in 
the scene, and if anything were want- 
ing to make it more mournful it was 
the gay bunting, the Venetian masts 
and the glaring colors of the decora- 
tiops on Westminster bridge, which 
cuts the sky line from the terrace. 

“The flags flapped lazily in the sul- 
trv air, the vast crowds passed slowly 
by, the huge and groanine busses 
stood in tows of six and Seven at a 
time. The tide of life flowed on strong 
and tumultuous. and the King fs fight- 
ing with death.” 


TRAGEDY AT BUFFALO. 
DEPEW REMINDED OF IT. 
(RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

NEW YORK, June 25.—Senator De- 
pew, who is in London, compared the 
effect of the news of the King’s iliness 
with the effect of the news of the as- 
sassination of President McKinley 
upon Buffalo last year, says the Lon- 
don correspondent of the Herald. 

“It is an exact parallel in many re- 
spects with the incidents at Buffalo, 
although the element of tragedy is 
wanting,” said he. “I was in Buffalo 
at the time,” he said, “‘and the city 
was in just such a state of exultation 
and exaltation as was London. 

“Looking out of my window just 
when the news was being given out I 
witnessed a dramatic sight. There 
was a tremendous congestion of per- 
sons and vehicles in Pall Mall, which 
lasted fully fifteen minutes. Suddenly 
a news vender was seen who held aloft 
a huge poster of one of the newspapers 
bearing the words, ‘Coronation Post- 
poned; King very ill.’ In a moment 
the whole crowd had dissolved, and 
soon the street was occupied only by 
ordinary traffic. One thing that struck 
me forcibly at this time was the im- 
mense personal popularity of King. 
Not a single discordant note was heard, 
and I have talked with many distin- 
guished men, I have heard nothing 
but a general chorus of sorrow for the 
King’s iliness, and I am sure this is 
shared by every right thinking person, 
no matter of wnat nationality.” ;

TAKEN ON KING’s LIFE. 


UNDERWRITERS HAVE TWENTY- 
ONE MILLIONS AT STAKE. 


Postponement of the Coronation Has 
Inflicted a Loss Upon Insurance Com- 
panies Said to Be Considerably in Ex- 
cess of Four Million Dollars.

NEW YORK, June 25.—In the event 
of the death of King Edward VII the 
insurance companies of England will 
suffer the most staggering blow known 
in the history of that branch of 
financial investment. It will cause a 
loss of tens of millions of dollars to 
the regulariy-organized life-insurance 
companies of various kinds which have 
taken heavy risks on the King’s life 
at high rates. of interest. 

American life-insurance companies 
will suffer no loss, however, because 
in this country to obtain life-insurance 
policies the applicant must establish 
an insurable interest in the person 
insured. King Edward carries the 
enormous sum of $3,600,000, placed with 
English companies, This is on personal 
policies, upon which he pays pre- 
miums out of his private purse. The 
total risks on his life, on policies by 
business men is placed at $21,000,000. 

The Czar of Russia is said to carry 
personal insurance of $4,000,000, as well 
as $1,500,000 on the life of the Czarina 
and $2,000,000 on that of Grand Duchess 
Olga. The Emperor of Germany car- 
ries $5,000,000 personal insurance, 

CLAIMS ALREADY DUE,

BUSINESS LOSS INCALCULABLE. 
SOME STAGGERING FEATURES.

LONDON, June 25.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The business section of London 
was slow in recovering from the stun- 
ning effects of yesterday's develop- 
ments.

Few of the caterers or hotels availed 
themselves of the insurance, the re- 
cently-offered Lloyds rate of 10 per 
cent. being considered too high. Many 
proprietors of reviewing stands were 
thus protected. But the important 
question remains as to whether the 
money paid for seats will necessarily 
be refunded. Only a few seats of 
nearly half a million were sold with 
any specific proviso on this point. The 
manufacturers of medals and souvenirs 
are badly hurt. One of these said that 
10,000,000 medals, dated June 26 and 27, 
already struck, were now valueless. 

Altogether, London’s business loss is 
incalculable. The people of Ports- 
mouth, where preparations involving a 
big expenditure had been made to 
reap a harvest from the naval review, 
are simply crushed. 

The streets of London today seemed 
deserted, compared with the beginning 
of the week. The chief points of in- 
terest were Buckingham Palace and 
Fleet street. At both localities, crowds 
of people surrounded every bulletin 
board and anxiously bought the nu- 
merous “extras.” A curious fact in 
this connection is that some of the 
outlying suburbs had no general real- 
ization of the postponement of the 
coronation until the residents received 
the morning papers.

pointed a day of intercession for the 
King’s recovery, and in every parish 
church in the United Kingdom, special 
intercessionary services will be held. 
The authorities of St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral, by request, have arranged a sol- 
emn service of intefcession to be held 
tomorrow at noon. The general public 
will not be admittted. Oniy ticket- 
holders to the proposed Westminster 
Abbey coronation ceremony will be 
present, Catholics, Nonconformists, 
Jews, Salvationists and other religious 
bodies are all arranging special pray- 
ers, while in the camps of the colo- 
nial and other visiting troops, the Mo- 
hammedans, sun worshipers, fire or 
fétish worshipers, whether from China, 
Borneo, Fiji, Central Africa Hin- 
dustan, or from the Indian reservations 
of Canada, the usual hdur for prayer 
finds them supplicating their Deity 
in behalf of the King. 

As the day progressed, the crowds 
around Buckingham Palece were aug- 
mented, and the cautious wording of 
the early bulletin was much discussed. 
Soon after 2 p.m. a second bulletin was 
posted, which was regarded as being 
somewhat more favorable, and the 
good impression which it created was 
increased by the arrival at the palace 
shortly afterward of the Duke and 
Duchess of Aosta, who came from 
Dorchester House to lunch with the 
royal family. The observers deduced 
therefrom that unless the King’s con- 
dition was fairly satisfactory, the 
Queen would not have entertained the 
visitors, for she has been unremitting 
in nursing her husband, and has hith- 
erto been constantly at his bedside. 
Thousands of names of visitors were 
registered at the palace yesterday. 

The Prince of Wales held a pouape 
tien of the colonial premiers at St. 
James Palace in behalf of the King 
this afternoon. Tonight's issue of the 
Official Gazette contains the coronation 
honors. Among the titles conferred is 
a baronetcy on Sir Thomas Lipton. 


URGICAL EXPERTS 
DISCUSS PERITYPHLITIS. 


CHANCES OF DEATH ESTIMATED 
AT ONE IN THREE. 


Sir Frederick Treves Declares the 
Period When a Fatal Termination May 
Occur, if at All, is from the Fifth to 
the Eighth Day—Case not Like Presi- 
dent McKinley’s, 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.! 
NEW YORK, June 25.—According to 
Sir Frederick Treves, who performed 
the operation on King Edward, and 
who is one of the greatest living sur- 
geons and specialists on abdominal 
troubles, the chances of death in 
cases of perityphilitis, where abscesses 
form, as in that of King Edward, are 
about one in three. Sir Frederick also 
is most likely to occur, If at all, is 
from the fifth to the eighth day. 

Judging from ,the opinion of this 
distinguished physician, it may be as- 
sumed that either the King’s condi- 
tion has developed suddenly—or he 
has been very sick for several days, 
and the physicians have been attempt- 
ing to “patch up” their patient for 
this week's ceremonies, says the 
Times. 

What physicians regard as one of the 
most exhaustive essays written on the 
subject of perityphilitis, is that of Sir 
Frederick Treves, published in a 
medical work known as the “System 
of Medicine,” Every phase _ of the 
malady is treated in that essay, and 
many of the typical cases cited bear 
marked similarity to that of King Ed- 
ward. The following are some  ex- 
tracts from that essay, of interest to 
laymen: 

“Perityphliitis represents the very 
commonest kind of peritonitis, and the 
remarkable frequence of inflammation 
in this position is due to the fact that 
the appendix is one of the weakest 
points within the abdomen.  Peri- 
typhlitis may be met with in patients 
of all ages. Cases have been re- 
corded in children, respectively, 7 and 
13 months’ of age. On the _ other 
hand, the greater proportion of cases 
occur in young adults, and the period 
of frequency is between 10 
an 


DR. PARK’S OPINION. 
OPERATION TIMELY. 
‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1! 

NEW HAVEN (Ct.) June 25.—Dr. 
Roswell Park, director of the New 
York State Pathological Laboratory, 
professor of surgery in the medical de- 
partment of the University of Buffalo, 
and one of the physicians who §at- 
tended President McKinley at Buffalo, 
in discussing the nature of King Ecd- 
fWard's illness, made the following 
statement: 

“The only question in regard to the 
outcome is whether the disease was 
taken in time. From the fact that 
the King was out driving a few days 
ago, after the first trace of the dis- 
ease had been discovered, it would ap- 
pear that the disease had not got 
much headway, and that the operation 
was performed in time to prevent se- 
rious results. 

“Because of the age of the King, it 
will he three or four days before the 
crisis shall have been passed, and 
if the crisis is passed successfully, it 
will take three or four weeks’ con- 
valescence. U*nder the most favorable 
circumstances, it will not be possible 
for the King to take part in the tedious 
coronation ceremonies within six 
weeks or two months.” / 


FOREST FIRES. 


DENVER, June 25.—Forest fires rag- 
ing in various parts of Colorado have 
done vast damage, and no relief is in 
sight. It is claimed by the State offi- 
clals, who have been investigating the 
matter, that most of them are of in- 
cendiary origin. 

The mining camp of Garfield, in 
Chaffee county has been menaced far 
several days, but the efforts of the 
citizens in back firing have so far 
saved it from destruction. 

Timber to the value of $1,090,000 is 
said to have been burned in the moun- 
tains, west of Durango. Many nar- 
row escapes are reported, but no loss 
of life by the fires is known. Fire has 
been communicated to buildings in ‘the 
town of Breckenridge, Summit county, 
but was extinguished without damage. 
The town is practically surrounded by 
blazing forests. 

A tract of territory four miles square 
has been burned over itn Ouray county, 
and the fire is still raging.

In a previous article, we suggested 
that Senator Bard could doubtless be 
relied upon to work against this in- 
famous measure, should his attention 
be called to it.

EW CURE FOR TUBERCULOSIS. 

To the discovery of alleged 
“cures” for tuberculosis there is seem- 
ingly no end. But notwithstanding 
the multiplicity of these so-called 
remedies, the “white plague” appears 
to be about as deadly as ever. Still, 
the search for a specifie against 
this dread disease goes on wun- 
remittingly. This is well. The men 
of science, would never have achieved 
their great victories iff any branch of 
human endeavor if ‘they had been 
content to give up the struggle after 
each apparent defeat. The search for 
a cure for consumption will not cease 
until the desired remedy has been 
found. Then the victory will be all 
the greater because of the many fail- 
ures and the supreme sacrifices it has 
entailed. 

Prof. Emil von Behring recently an- 
nounced to the Berlin Academy of 
Sciences the results of his six-years’ 
investigation of tuberculosis. Prof. Beh- 
ring has found, he declares, that tuber- 
culosis in man, in cattle, and, in other 
animals, is essentially the same dis- 
ease, originating In one and the 
same germ. This view, though op- 
posed to that of Dr. Koch, appears to 
be strongly supported by the results 
of Prof. Behring’s researches. The 
latter finds that the disease-bearing 
germ is changed in passing from the 
blood of cattle to that of man, or 
vice versa—which fact, if it be a 
fact, goes far toward furnishing ano 
explanation of the differing vopiaicns 
of bacteriologists on this subject. 
Prof. Behring states that he has been 
able to inoculate very young cattle, 
and that from them he has obtained 
an anti-toxine serum, the method of 
cultivation being similar to tuat Ly 
which smallpox vaccine is cultivated. 

The high standing of Prof. Behring 
as a bacteriologist and scientist lends 
special importance to bis announce- 
ment. His discovery of the diphtheria 
serum was a great step forward, and 
a great boon to the human race. If 
his hopes as to the tuberculosis serum 
prove to be well founded, his name 
will take its place forever among the 
world’s immortals. It is well, how- 
ever, to suspend judgment until the 
value of Prof. Behring’s discovery 
shall have been fully demonstrated. 
There have been so many failures in 
this field that nothing short of an ab- 
solute demonstration is to be ac- 
cepted as a success.

CAMBRIDGE (Mass.) June 25.— Com- 
mencement at Harvard University was 
of unusual interest because of the pres- 
ence of President Roosevelt, a guest of 
Harvard, class of 1880, who received the 
honorary degree of LL.D. 

There were other notable guests who 
also received the degree of LL.D., in- 


cluding Dr. Edward Everett Hale of 


Boston. As a precaution for the safety 
of President Roosevelt, the college yard, 
usually open to all, was inclosed by a 
‘fence, and only holdérs of degrees, off- 
cers, students and guests were ad- 
mitted inside the yards, and even stu- 
dents residing in the yard needed 
tickets for admission. The weather was 
delightful. 

he President and Gov. Crane reached 
Harvard just before 10 o'clock. Their 
coming was signaled by sounding ihe 
bugie as the cavalry. formed at at- 
tention while the President alighted. 
The visitors were escorted to Massa- 
chugetts Hail, where they were pre- 
sented to President Eliot. 

At 10 o'clock, preceded by the senior 
class amd the graduate marshal, Pres- 
ident Eliot led the procession of fei- 
laws, overseers, State dignitaries, fac- 
ulty, invited guests and alumni to 
Sanders’ Theater, where the graduat- 
ing exercises were held. After the ad- 
dresses by the commencement speak- 
ers, the honorary degrees were con- 
ferred by President Eliot as follows: 

Doctor of Laws—Thomas Jefferson 
Coolidge, lately Minister to the French 


republic; Addison Brom, United States 


Judge, New York; John Hay, “By force 
of just and liberal thinking, the most 
successful diplomatist now living;” 
Theodore Roosevelt, President of the 
United States, “from his youth a mem- 
ber of this society of scholars, now in 
his prime, a true type of the sturdy 
gentleman and the high-minded public 


servant in a democracy.” 
' Among those receiving a degree of 


master of arts were Francis W. Blake, 
inventor of the Blake telephone trans- 
mitter, and Walter Reed, the army sur- 
geon who planned and directed in 
Cuba, the experiments which have 
enablei man two control yellow fever. 

After the degree ceremonies the 
President and Gov. Crane were driven 
to the ho:te of President Eliot, and 
after a shert res the President visited 
two of the spreads, that of the Por- 
celain Club and that of the Alumni, 
at University Hail. The alumni banquet 
was held in Memoria! Hall at 2 o’lcock, 
John D. Long, president of the alumni 
association, presiding and introducing 
the speakers. The list’ of toasts in- 
cluded responses by Gov. Crane, Pres- 
icent Rocrevelt, President Eliot. Sec- 
retary Hay and Alexander Gassiz.

“Let me speak for all Americans to- 
day when I say that we watch with 
the deepest concern and sympathy the 
sick bed of the English King, and that 
all Americans in tendering their hearty 
sympathy to the people of Great Brit- 
ain, now remember only the outburst 
of general grief with which England 
last fall greeted the calamity that be- 
fell us in the death of President Mc- 
Kinley.”’ 

After eulo zing Senators Hoar a 
Lodge and Tae Hay, the Presi- 
dent sald: 


“No man has a right to arrogate’ to 


himself one particle of superiority be- 


cause he has had a college educa- | 


tion, but he im bound, if he is in 


truth a man, to feel that the fact of 


his naving had a college education im- 
poses upon him a heavy burden of re. 
sponsibility: that it makes it doubly 
incumbent on him to do well and 
nobjy in his life, private and public. I 
want to speak of three men, who dur- 
ing the past three or four years have 


met that requirement. Of a graduate, 


of Hamilton College, Elihu Rost: a 
graduate of Yale, Gov. Taft, and of a 
fellow-Harvard man, Gen. Wood. Men 
who did things, who did hot say how 
they should do them, but did them 
themselves; men who have met that 
greatest of our needs—the need for the 
service that cannot be bought, the 
need for the service that can only be 
rendered by the man willing to forego 
the material advantages. for it has 
got to be given at*the man’s own ma- 
terlal cost. 

“When in England they get a man 
to do what Lord Cromer did in 
Egypt; when a man returns as Lord 
Kitchener will return from South Af- 
rica, they give him a peerage and a 
great sum of money. He receives 
large and tangible reward, and our 
Cromers, our men of that stamp come 
back to the country, and if they are 
fortunate they go back to private I!fe 
with the privilege of taking up what 
that can find with the strings loose 
when they surrendered their old con. 
nections, and if they are unfortunate 
they are accused of maladversion in 
office—not an accusation that hurts 
them, but an accusation that brands 
with infamy any man who makes it, 
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VIM, VIGOR, VITALITY FOR MEN.

“Gen. Wood some years ago went tu 
Cuba. He has served there ever since, 
has rendered service to that country 
of that kind, which, if performed 3000 
years ago, would have made him a 
| hero, mixed up with the Sun god in 
various ways. A man who devoted his 
whole life to these four years, and 
thought of nothing else; did nuthing 
else save to try to bring up the stand- 
ard of political and social life in that 
island; to clean it physically and mor- 
ally, to make justice even and fair 
in it; to found a school system that 
should be a kin to our own: to teach 
the people after four centuries of mis- 
rule that there were such things as 
governmental righteousness, and hon- 
esty and fair play for all men on their 
merits as men, Hé did all that. He is 
a man of slender means. He did it on 
his pay as an army officer, and as 
Governor of the’island. Sixty millions 
of -dollars passed through -his hands, 
and he came out having to draw on 
his slender capital in order that he 
oe come out even when he left the 
sland. 


“Credit to him? Yes, in a way. In. 


another, no particular credit, Lecause 
he was built so that he could do noth- 
ing else. He came out having done 
that, and as having devoted himeelf to 
the good of e Cub en people in all 
their relations as man could. He has 
come back here and has been at- 
tacke+] forsooth, by people who are not 
merely unworthy of having their 
names coupled with his, but who are 
incapable of understanding the motives 
that have spurred him on to bring 
honor to this republic. 

“And Taft, Judge Taft, Gov. Taft, 
who has been the head of the Philip- 
pine Commission, and who has gone 
back there. Taft, the most brilliant 
graduate of his year at Yale, the 
youngest Yale man upon whom that 
‘institution ever conferred the degree 
of LL.D., a man, who having won high 
positions at the bar, and then served 
as solicito#-general with all his tastes 
impelling him to a judicial career, and 
who was appointed to the United 
States bench, and was asked to give 
up the position to go to the other side 
of the world, to take up an infinitely 
difficult and infinitely dangerous prob- 
lem, and to do his best to move it. 
He has done his best. He came hack 
here the other. day. The man has al- 
Ways had the honorable ambition to 
get: upon the Supreme Court bench, and 
he knew that I had always hoped he 
would be put upon the Supreme Court, 
and when there was a question of a 
vacancy arising, I said to him, ‘Gov- 
ernor, I think I ought to tell you that 
if a vacancy comes in the Supreme 
-‘Ceurt, while it would give you an 
opportunity to be put in the position 
you would like to have, I think I 
ought to tell you that if such a va- 
cancy should occur, I do not see how 
I could possibly give it to you, for I 
need where you are.’ 

“He said to me: ‘Mr, President, it 
has always been my dream to be in the 
Supreme Court, but if you should offer 
me a Justiceship now, and at the same 
time Congress should take off entirely 
my salary as Governor, I should go 
straight back to the Phillppines, nev- 
ertheless, for those people need me, and 
expect me back, and, believe me, I 
won't desert them.’ He has gone ‘back, 
gone as a strong friend among weaker 
friends, to help them upward along 
the stony and difficult path of self- 
government. To do his part and a 
great part, in making the American 
name a symbol of honor and good faith 
in the Philippines; to govern with jus- 
tice and with that~ firmness, that ab- 
sence of weakness, which is only an- 
other side of justice. He has gone 


back to do all of that because it is his | 


duty, and he sees it. "We are to be con- 
gratulated, we Americans, that we 
have a fellow-American like Taft.” 

The President paid a glowing com- 
pliment to Secretary Root, saying of 
the three men, that they had done 
the best that circumstances permited. 
Said he, in conclusion: 

“It was all Abraham Lincoln could 
do. Incidentally, he has done all. Taft 
has done it. Wood has done it. These 
three men have rendered that service. 
I can do nothing for them. I can 
show my appreciation of them in no 
way save the wholly insufficient one 
of standing up for them and for their 
works, and that I will do.” 

From the hall the President went te 
the chapter-house of the Alpha De'ta 
Phi, where he presented, in behalf of 
the chapter, a gold medal to Rev. Dr. 
Edward Everett Hale.

Judge Ross yesterday denied an ap- 
plication for a writ of habeas corpus 
asked for by Martin Daly, a laborer 
under arrest for working on the plant 
of the Suburban Gas Company. Judge 
Ross stated that, as the petitioner had 
not been convicted, but was awaiting 
trial, he could not issue him the writ 
prayed for; dlso that, under the ¢ rcum- 
stances, “it would be more seemly 
should the petitioner seek relief from 
the State court before applying to the 
Federal court.”’ 

This petition was a move to test the 
validity of the city ordinance pro- 
hibiting the erection of gas Works Wthin 
certain limits, over which there has 
been so much dispute ir connection 
with the attempted erection of the 
proposed gas plant of Caro!tine M. Dob- 
bins. 

The petition charged that the munic!-

TAXABLE MONEY. | 
ASSESSOR SITS IN JUDGMENT. 
For several days City Assessor Be: 

Ward has been acting as prosecuting 
attorney, judge and jury in an en- 
deavor to discover what some rich 
people do with their money. The As- 
sessor has the power to subpoena any 
person who returns a doubtful state- 
ment. Failure to respond is punish- 
able by a fine of $100, and the taxpayer 
runs the risk of an arbitrary assess- 
ment in addition. 

Perhaps the most difficult task the 
City Assessor has ever attempted is to 
lecate the whereabouts of the money 
paid to the stockholders of the 
Angeles City Water Company aud 
Crystal Springs Water Company. When 
the city bought the plant $2,090,009 
Was paid to the company. The money 
was transferred to the stockholders 
about the middle of February. only a 


'few days before the first Monday in 
March. 


About half of the payment 
went to stockholders, who are non- 
residents, and the other half immedi- 
ately dropped out of sight. The state- 
ments of resident stockholders failed 
to show any such amount of money ont 
hand as was received from the water 
company. After much fruitless en- 
deavor to locate the money, Assessor 
Ward subpoenaed fifteen of the stock- 
holders. 

From much conflicting testimony 
given the Assessor bv the stockhold- 
ers nearly $400,000 of the $1,000,000 sup- 
posed to have been in the city on the 
first Monday in March has been lo- 
cated. This means a payment of $5000 
in personal property taxes to the city 
and the Assessor has not yet con- 
cluded his investigations. He hopes to 
locate most of e balance before he 
winds up the weak of assessment. 

“I never Knew so much money spent 
in so short a time with fo Iittle 
noise,” declared the Assessor yester- 
day. “The money was paid to the 
stockhélders in February, and most 
of it must have been in the city on 
the firet Monday in March, but the 
statements show that it was spent 
most lavishly.” 

Yesterday morning Assessor Ward 
obtained a statement from the Los 
Angeles City Water Company of $70.- 
000 cash on hand, and a check for $875 
in payment of the taxes on that sum. 

company at first refused to make 
any statement on the ground that the 
city had purchased all their persona! 
property, and that they were in the 
legal throes of dissolution. Conflicting 
testimony af stockholders let the 
cat out of the bag and the Assessor 
discovered that $4 out of each share 
had been retained by the company to 
wind up business.

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


EFENSE OF WIDNEY 
TO COMMENCE TODAY. 


DR. DAY THINES THE “KNOCKOUT 
DROPS” WERE HARMLESS. 

Detective Ritch Tells Whole Story of 
Hanson’s Robbery All Over Again and 
the Prosecution is About to Rest— 
Ogling Specta tors, Male and Female. 


Women at last have mustered up 
ehough courage to appear as spectators 
at the Widney trial. Four or five of 
them gulped down the testimony as 
elicited by yesterday's proceedings and 
seemed to be greatly pleased with the 
rehearsal of the details of the alleged 
robbery of “Willie” Hanson in a bawdy 
house o. Aliso street, where Mrs. Lena 
Donahue and other spiders weave 
scarlet webs for foolislg victims. 

Speaking of women as spectators, 
reference is not made to any tender- 
loin artists. These latter people, how- 
ever, were on hand, as usual, parad- 


} ing up and down the corridors outside 


the courtroom and glorying in the 
giances of cigarette fiends and others 
more or less reputable who stand round 
to ogle at them. The gladness of their 
clothes was almost pathetic. 

It was silk and satin day again yes- 
terday, the ginghams of the day before 
having been discarded. 

Today Mrs. Donahue may wear a 
Mother Hubbard. It is always some- 
thing different. 

Many men spend hours sitting round 
at such a trial as is now on the docket, 
but would be horrified if they thought 
their names were to be published. 

The first witness of yesterday was 
Detective A. R. Ritch, one of the offi- 
cers who lay under the bed and are 
supposed to have seen Hanson robbed, 
Ritch was on the stand far’ into the 
afternoon, and was closely examined 
by both the prosecution and the de- 
fense. 

Detective Auble told about searching 
Widney at the Police Station, after the 
arrest, and finding $20 or $25 on his 
person. At the time the defendant 
denied that it’ belonged to Hanson. 

The question of the purported 
“knockout drops’’ was inquired into. 
when Dr. R. V, Day, whose offices are 
at No. 304 South Broadway, was called 
to the stand. Dr. Day had analyzed 
the contents of the bottle found in 
Widney's pocket after the alleged rob- 
bery; Dr. Day testified that the solu- 
tion in the bottle showed traces of 
chioral hydrate—about a 20 per c 
solution. 

“What would be the effect of such 
a solution on the human _ system?” 
asked Attorney Rogers on  cross-ex- 
| amination. 

' “Tt is a soporific—tending to make 
the taker sleepy,” said Dr. Day. 

“How much would it take to put an 
ordinary man to sleep under ordinary 
circumstances?” 

“At least 150 drops.” 

“How much does this ‘dropper’ or 
pipette contain ordinarily?” 

“About fifteen drops, although it 
ean, with effort, be made to hold 
twenty-two drops.” 

It was the testimony of Mrs. Dona- 
hue that Widney squeezed certain 
“drops” out of a “‘dropper’’ into some 
beer’ at the Aliso-street resort, and 
the defense will contend that, if the 
beer was “doctored,” it could not pos- 
sibly have been fixed enough to put 
the intended victim in a stupor for 
robbery purposes. 

“Would six or twelve or fourteen 
drops of chloral have any perceptible 
effect on a person against his will?” 
asked Attorney Rogers. 

“No, sir,” said the doctor, “not 
under ordinary circumstances.” 

W. E. Christie, a cabman, once 80 
interested in Mrs. Donahue that he 
allowed her to bear the name of Lena 
Christie, told of driving Widney around 
the city in a carriage on the unfor- 
tunate nicht. 

Lem Staats, another cabman, was 
also examined. Widney gave him $5 
in the “Indian room” at Mrs. Dona- 
lue’s house to help him “take Hanson 
out for a ride” after the alleged of- 
fense. 

The testimony of L. Er. ‘Corbin and 
R, Schumway, employés of the El- 
lington drug store, where Widney 
bought the chloral, was read. Widney 
told them he was going to take the 
poison for neuralgia, having had no 
sleep for two or three nights. 

At this juncture, Attorney Rogers 
announced that he was sick, and the 
trial was continued until this morn- 
ing for further hearing, when the de- 
fense will have its inning, after 
Deputy District-Attorney McComas 
has asked Mrs. Donahue a few more 
questions.

LEAN the fish and cut off the heads and tails. Toa dozen herrings allow two tablespoonfuls of 
sait, one of allspice and one of saltpetre, one teaspoonful, each, of mace and of paprika. 
Powder saltpetre, salt ‘and spices finely and mix well. Rub into the fish, inside and out, and 
pack them down in it, in a covered dish or crock.

By just this carelessness of her own 
bodily well-being'a woman robs herself 
of the chance to make the best of 
hovsework as a means of physical cul- 
ture.

Water Required in Irrigation. 

[Press Bulletin, United States Geo- 
logical Survey:] Facts of interest in 
connection with. the amount of water 
used in western irrigation are fur- 
nished by a description of the Vernal 
Valley irrigating system of Northeast- 
ern Utah, now in preparation for one 
of the reports of the United States Ge- 
ological Survey. The Vernal Valley is 
a fertile region, approximately twenty 
miles long by three miles wide, its 
boundaries being sharply defined by 
the surrounding foothills. The soil is 
a sandy loam, and the principal crops 
are alfalfa and oats. Like many other 
sections of the West. the mean annual 
precipitation in the Vernal Valley is 
small, being only a little over nine 
inches, an amount entirely insufficient 
for agricultural purposes: furthermore, 
the annual snowfall is light and there 
is no well-defined rainy season. Hence, 
without the use of water, the land is 
practically worthless for cultivation, 
its value being mwWaced at $1.25 per acre. 
With the construction of irrigating 
ditches, however, and with the assur- 
ance of a good water supply, the same 
land at once increases in value to $30 
an acre. 

According to the twelfth census, 25.,- 
000 acres of the Vernal Valley are un- 
der ditch. 17.471 acres of which were 
being cultivated i» '990 by means of 
irrigation, the population numbering 
6000. All the water which ts diverted 
for use upon the land is taken from 
Ashiey Creek, a tributary of the Green 
River. From this stream there are

Measurements have been made at 
various times, by the hydrographers of 
the United States Geological Survey, of 
the amount of water appropriated by 
the canals and used upon the land. 
The combined maximum capacity of 
the canals of the valley was found to 
be sufficient to allow 350 cubic feet 
of water to pass in each second of time. - 
The records of the flow of Ashley Creek 
and af the various irrigating canals, 
during the season of 1900, show that 438,- 
355 acre-feet, approximately, were used 
upon 17,471 acres, the area irrigated 
that yar, which would be equivalent to 
an average depth of 2.8 feet of water 
over each acre. The discharge of 48,- 
355 acre-feet as noted above, for the 
six irrigating months, represents a 
mean flow of 133 cubic feet per second, 
or, expressed in other terms, the duty. 
of water in the Vernal Valley was 1 
second-foot in 131 acres.

Prof. W. I. Andruss 
played “Pilgrim’s Chorus” (Tannhau- 
ser,) and Rev. Henry Kingman offered 
prayer. 

_ The installation of Rev. Dr. George 
“A. Gates ag president was simple but. 


of the board of trustees, delivered into 
the president's bands the master keys 
to all of the buildings, after which Dr. 


paid a tribute to the founders, friends, 


faculty of the college, and praised the 
words on Pomona’s seal, “Our Tribute 
to Christian Civilization.” He com- 
pared the early days here with those 


for Pomona a place among the typical 
colleges of America. 

Prayer was offered by Dr. C. G. 
and Miss Kate Condit sang 
solo. 

The commencement address was 
given by Benjamin Ide Wheeler, presi- 
dent of the State University, on “The 
Value of Contact in Education.” His 
remarks were grouped under three 
heads, personality, conformity, balance, 
the essence of the Hindoo, Chinese and 
Greek thought. “We must unfold our 
personality to what God intended it,” 
he said, in part. “Education, if sound, 
must be life iQself. The Great Edu- 
cator came that ye might have life, 
and have it more abundantly. It can- 
not be an education of texts nor society 
nor manners. It must be to personali- 
ties from personalities. The education 
that counts is the education of contact 
—teacher facing pupil. 
go warm from the teacher to receptive 


ears, and be a transference of life, 
Sympathy, knowledge. Classes should 
be small enough tor this. The old 


thought was that the college would 
have to change either to a university 
or down to an academy; this is not the 
case; the college is here to do college 
work, and does it. Students should live 
in the college community, where they 
may come in. contact with the faculty 
and college life. Californians want 
their sons and daughters to have the 
best, and they can get it here in Call- 
fornia. What we want are men and. 
women who can be relied upon, who seé 
clearly, and do sane, healthful things, 
and have ‘moral powers. The frag- 
mentary life is not the whole thing. 
Education makes manhood and wom- 
anhood, and no life is complete with- 
out religion.” 

The dean of the faculty, Prof. E. C., 
Norton, presented the graduatin 
class to President Gates, who delivere:
